D. Names of villages and districts where the population 
welcomed the Germans; 

B* Name or location of any collective fains where the 
peasants welcomed the Geimana in the belief that they would, 
abolish collsotlvlamtion; 

F. Names of any men or women who led the welcomars; 

G. Any quotes from these people on dislike of collective 
far mn or desire of restoration of private property. 

H« Beginning of partisan activities by Bassians against 
the USSR.
